Applicant's election without traverse of Group II, claims 1-9 and 12-13, dated 3/18/04 is 
acknowledged 

Claims 10-1 1 have been withdrawn from consideration as being directed to non- 
elected invention. 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

2. The application has been amended as follows: cancel claims 10-11 as being 
directed to a non-elected invention (without traverse). 

3. Claims 1-9 and 12-13 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-9 and 12-13 are allowable since the prior art made of record fails 
to teach or suggest the claimed limitations. U.S. Pat. No. 5,809,633 to Mundigl 
et al. teach a card having an antenna coil (5) attached on a flat carrier body (1), 
which has a recess (2) formed therein, wherein a semiconductor chip (3) 
disposes in the recess and electrically connect to two connections (6) of the 
antenna coil (5). Mundigl et al., however, fail to teach or fairly suggest, among 
other, the method steps of: a) embedding an antenna coil onto a core sheet; b) 
laminating the core sheet with at least two outer sheets to form a laminated 
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panel; and c) pulling out at least one end of the antenna coil from the core sheet; 
as recited in independent claim 1 .
